Naturally there has been no intima- 
tion from German sources In corrobor- 
ation of the report that a comparative- 
ly small part of the German army pur- 
poses to maintain merely a defensive 
position in’ France, while the main 
body makes a stand on the frontier, 
but optimists among the allied ad- 
vance belleve it is extremely improb- 
able that Emperor William's — troops 
during the present war will) assume 
uvain the offensive on French terri- 
tory. Thy contend, moreover, that a 
retirement of the German forces from 
Vrench soll must shortly become = in- 
evitable, unless the offensive is re- 
fumed, 

Mritish eyes see further encourage- 
ment in the backward movement of 
the army of Crown Prince Frederick 
William, which was vigorous, meaning 
shorter communication for the allies, 

Wardly less discussed today than the 
battle itself is the destruction of the 
Reims cathedral, This edifice has 
been called the urn of French history, 
and its loss, perhaps, will be a greater 
shock to historians and worshippers of 
antiquity.than was the destruction of 
the library tn Louvain. 

Issued Statement Quickly. 

The Germans were quick to issue a 
formal statement from Berlin saying 
that the damage to the cathedral was 
unintentional and incidental to abso- 
lutely necessary operations, 


Vienna says that the newspapers of 
Austria kept silent on the operations 
of the Austrian army in Servia, but 
they are appealing daily for more 
nurses, doctors and medical supplies 
to be sent to the front. The Austrian 
hospital equipment is said to be woe- 
fully inadequate, the wounded often 
lying on the field from 24 to 48 hours, 
greatly increasing not only the suffer- 
ing but the mortality.

destruction of property, to say nothing of the loss of time of ten million 
or so of men, will run into the thousands of millions, 

All these together constitute liabilities which the nations of the 
world, most especially the losing nations, will have to assume at the 
close of the war, Thosé dead leave behind countless dependents 
whose maintenance inevitably falls upon the country in one form or 
another. Those maimed must be kept by the country in some man- 
ner, fhe worn out armament and the burned up ammunition repre- 
sents that much money for which the countries have already been 
bonded, and the cities destroyed, fields ravaged and farmsteads razed 
represent not only the direct loss of money-entailed but the loss to 
the countries involved of the productiveness of these until they have 
been replaced and put in order again, Already the war debts ot these 
countrigs are staggering. 

With the exception of Russia, not one of the countries involved 
is as large as the province of Alberta, Germany, for instance, with 
her 67,000,000 population, has only 208,000 square miles; Austria- 
Hungary, with her 51,000,000, has 260,000, but a large part of it is 
mountainous and not susceptible to development as we understand 
the term. France, with her 40,000,000, has 206,000 square miles, 
and little Belgium, the country hardest hit of all so far, maintains her 
7,500,000 population on an area of only 11,370 square miles. Ser- 
via, with 3,000,000 population previous to her first war, has 18,645 
square miles, but Servia’s area is largely taken up with land not sus- 
ceptible to cultivation, while Italy, not yet involved but likely to be 
embroiled at any time, maintains 34,500,000 on 110,000 square 
miles, an area about the size of that part of Alberta lying lo the west 
of the north and south railways systems of the C.P.R, and the Water- 
ways, 

With the exceptions of Austria, Servia and Russia, these nations 
all have large colonial possessions, but only in the case of Great 
Britain can any of the colonies be counted upon to accept any part 
of the cost incurred, and in no case can the colonies of any of the 
European nations be counted upon to accept any part of the debts 
which will be incurred by the war. German, French and Italian col- 
onies, for instance, are a constant source of expense even in times of 
peace, all having squandered millions upon millions in the attempt 
to mimic Britain in the establishment-of colonies, In fact, it may be 
gaid that Germany’s Togoland was almost the only colonial possession 
held by any European country which was not dependent for the main- 
tenance of administration upon an annual remittance from the home 
government; and Togoland is now cut away from Germany. What 
would happen in the event of the European powers attempting to re- 
verse the process and exact a tax from the colonies has already been 
pretty clearly demonstrated in Britain's experience in North America 
and Spain's experience in South America and the Antillies, 

When at the finish, Austria, for Instance, with the trans-Car-

"35-—Woe to thee, people of the 
north, thy seventh generation shall 
answer for all thy erimes, Woe to 
thee, people of the east, thou shalt 
epread afar the cries of affliction and 
Innocent blood. Never shall such an 
army be seen 

“16—Three days the sun shall vise 
upwards on the heads of the combat- 
anta without seen through the 
clouds of smoke 

“17-—-Then the commander shall get 
the vietory; two of his enemies shall 


be annihilated, the remainder of tho 
three shall fly (towards the extreme 
east. 

“18—Willlam, the second of the 


name, shall be the Jast king of Prussia, 
He shall have no other successor save 
a king of Poland, a king of Hanover, 
and a king of Saxony.” 

All the first port of this prophecy up 
to the ninth verse inclusive, is verified 
by the war of 1866, then by that of 
1870, and then by the commune of 
1871, Here are the last nine verses.

“15—Woe to thee, Prussia, thy 
seventh generation shall answer for 
the wars thou hast made upon all the

VIOLENT SCENES OCCUR 
OUTSIDE THE AUSTRIAN 
MINISTRY WAR OFFICE 


London, Sept. 2!—(9.05 a.m.) — In a 
despatch from Rome, the correspondent 
of the Exchange Telegraph says advices 
have been received from Vienna de- 
scribing violent scenes, said to have 
occurred last Thursday outside the 
Austrian ministry of war. All the win- 
dows in this building were broken. Dis 
Zeit, a Vienna newspaper, declares that 
the holy synod of Petrograd has pro- 
claimed a religious war against Ger 
Many and Austria 
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“This is a revelation of events of a universal character, 
which must shortly come to pass. Their spiritual outlines 
are now before my eyes. I see floating upon the surface of 
the sea of human fate the huge silhouette of a nude woman, 
She is—with her beauty, her poise, her smile, her jewels—a 
super-Venus. Nations rush madly after her, each of them 
eager to attract her especially. But she, like an eternal 
courtesan, flirts with all. In her hair ornaments of diamonds 
and rubies is engraved her name, ‘Commercialism.’ As 
alluring and as bewitching as she seems, much destruction and 
ayony follow in her wake. 

“And behold, she has three gigantic arms with three 
iorches of universal corruption in her hand. The first torch 
represents the flame of war, the second torch bears the flame 
of bigotry and hypocrisy, and the third torch is that of the 
law. 

“The great conflagration will start about set by 
torch of the first arm in the countries of Southeastern 
Europe. It will develop into a destructive calamity in 1913. 
In that year 1 see all Europe in flames and bleeding. 1 hear 
the lamentations of huge battlefields. But about the year 
1915 a strange figure from the North—a new Napoleon— 
enters the stage of the bloody drama. He is a man of little 
military training, a writer or journalist, but in his grip most 
of Europe will remain till 1925, 

“The end of the great calamity will mark a new political 
era for the old world. There will be left no empires or king- 
doms, but the world will form a federation of the United States 
of Nations. There will remain only four great giants—the 
Anglo-Saxons, the Latins, the Slavs and the Mongolians.”

CARS TO SHOW SURPLUS 


The figures below show the position 


of the street railway with regard to 


its finances, from the first of the year 
up to the present. In a letter, Com- 
missioner John Chalmers says: 

“It will be noted that the amount of 
the deficit per month is being con- 
stantly reduced, Had the traffic for 
August remained normal throughout 
the month we had hoped at least to 
break even. Since exhibition time the 
daily traffic has fallen off to the ex- 
tent of 10,000 passengers per day, Still, 
with such further reduction In expenses 
as may be possible we expect to have 
the monthly returns show no deficit 
and with a return of business condl- 
tions to normal, begin to wipe out the 
present outstanding deficit. In order 
to accomplish this, no further exten- 
sions of track or other extensive capl- 
tal expenditure should be undertaken, 
until such {ts absolutely warranted by 
traffic returns, 

“It is also gratifying to note that the 
percentage of operating expenses to 
the total revenue Is being decreased 
and if, as before noted, the traffic does 
not further materially decrease, we 
hope to get this percentage down to at 
least 70. There are many electric rall- 
way companies, whose uncontrollable 
expenditure is less than ours, whose 
operating expenses average from 65 to 
70 per cent. of their gross revenues.
